im m ediate issuing of a check by the , 
buyer for the value of th e g o o d s:

Stevenson was offered a hundred pounds for his "Treasure Island” and 
it m ade him so happy th a t he could hardly contain his joy. 
Later he re­ 
m arked: "It is dreadful to be a great m an, and not be able to buy bread.” 
Edgar Allan Poe was nursed by poverty all his life. Gisslng wrote his 
first book in a dam p cellar—and had to pay for the 277 copies th a t were I 
published, him self. 
Stephen Crane borrowed enough money to have his 
New York bowery story printed. “Maggie” cam e out in a cheap yellow j 
pnjier covered volume to be sold for fifty cents. 
But few bought it. 
He j 
even tried to tem pt success by publishing it under the nam e of Johnston j 
Smith. 
Dr Johnston wrestled with poverty, like a gladiator—but it never J 
threw him! 
He wrote courage into the world. 
G. K. Chesterton spoke of I 
him, in a late introduction to Ins “Rasselaa," as “suffering so much of the j 
darkness” th a t he “rem ained always in the light.” 
From the crudest of poverty arose the great figure of Lincoln to bless J 
all the world with his hum anity. Poverty will alw'ays rem ain as the great j 
prim er of the great and useful. 
It is more often the rule, rather th a n the exception, th a t birth, in the 
midst of riches and plenty, is a handicap a n d a m isfortune rather th an 
golden luck. 
So m uch of hum an understanding is veiled from such. 
The only real poverty is th at of a lack of courage, and a failure in the j 
desire to rise and to be useful, to be born poor in hum an feeling, sym pathy I 
and understanding. 
How very rich th at one who lins the desire and the ability to—think! : 
Probably one of th e most valuable of all possessions is to have a friend. 
To be one even surpasses that.

EARLY CAMPERS 
GIVEN WARNING 


Has 
Benefits But 
Possible 
Hazards Of Camp Life 
Listed By Dr. McCleary. 


'ARRAIGNED FOR KIDNAPING 


Iteoorts reaching the department 
of health reveal an unusual number 
of campers in the woods for so early 
in the season. For this reason, Dr. 
J. Bruce McCleary, deputy secre­ 
tary of health, today issued a warn­ 
ing to citizens of Pennsylvania who 
ore now in camp or who contem­ 
plate camp life during the spring 
and summer months. 
"Reports 
reaching 
this 
office,” 
said Dr. MeCreary, “indicate that 
already numerous families arc tak­ 
ing to the road to establish them­ 
selves in camps for an extended 
period. Undoubtedly this early exo­ 
dus from the homes to the woods 
has been caused by the enforced 
leisure on the part of many house­ 
h o ld er who are taking advantage 
of camp life health and recreational 
facilities. 
While this attitude is an 
excellent one to assume, it will be of 
advantapa to prospective campers 
to realize the possible hazards in­ 
volved in expeditions of this tvpe. 
Warns Of Water 
“There 
are 
many 
recreational 
centers 
throughout 
Pennsylvania 
equipped to receive campers both 
from the standpoints of safe water 
supplies and general sanitary facil­ 
ities. 
On theothir hand, undoubt­ 
edly millions of families will pre­ 
fer more isolated sections where 
supervisory protection does not ex­ 
ist. 
Such persons should refrain 
from using water for drinking pur­ 
poses obtained from an unapproved 
source. 
Under 
no circumstances 
should water from any creek, no 
matter how remote, be used for 
drinking. 
In fact camp sites should 
be chosen with a view to an acces­ 
sible safe water supply. Again, the 
safety of the milk supply should be 
insured. Even in th*? more remote 
sections it is possible to obtain milk 
which has been pasteurized or raw 
milk which carries the stamp of 
safety upon it. 
“It is also advisable for campers 
to 
have anti-venom 
serum 
with 
them. This product may be ob­ 
tained from drug stores and, upon 
emergency, from the division of 
supplies of the state h i aith depart­ 
m ent. However, its value is largely 
dependent upon its prompt admin- j 
lstration. 
“Campers 
in 
unsupervised sec- j 
tlons should bury all rubbish and j 
r o t permit any type of offensive 
material to get into streams. An 
such 
matter should 
be 
properly 
buried.” 


EMPLOYER MUST 
OBSERVE HOURS 


Sound Warning To Employ­ 
ers Who Observe Daylight 
Saving Time In Work. 


Employers who have adopted day­ 
light saving time ar** cautioned by 
Deputy 
Secretary 
Charlotte 
E. 
Carr, of the department of labor 
and industry, to guard against mis­ 
takes in reckoning working hours 
in 
plants employing 
women and 
gills. The woman's labor law and 
child labor law recognize only east­ 
ern standard time, she pointed out. 
The bureau of inspection, which 
is charged with the enforcement of 
these laws, today 
issued the fol­ 
lowing statement: 


“Daylight saving will be ‘trouble- 
saving’ for employers, workers and 
the department of laoor and in­ 
dustry, only if employers bear in 
mind that work cannot begin be­ 
fell 6 o’clock in the morning for 
women, nor end after IO o'clock at 
right, eastern standard time, which 
nleans not before 7 a. rn., nor after 
ll p. rn. in plants adopting daylight 
saving. Women over 21 years may 
vcrk in factories between 6 a. rn. 
aud IO p. rn. (7 a. rn. and ll p. rn. 
c’aylinght saving) provided they do 
not work more than ten hours in 
one day. 
Girls under 21 may not 
be gin work before 6 (7 o’clock day­ 
light saving) in the morning, nor 
work 
later that 
9 at 
night (IO 
o’clock daylight time). 
“Girls under 16 may not work 
before 6 a. 
rn. or after 8 p. rn., j 
standard time. 
Consequently 
they I 
can not legaly work before 7 a. rn. I 
nor after 9 o'clock at night, under j 
daylight 
saving 
schedules, 
pro­ 
vided they do not exceed the 9- 


hour a day limit, 
“Strict adherence to the correct 
hour for starting work Is impor­ 
tant,” the statement said, “not only 
because failure would subject the 
employer to penalties provided un­ 
der the woman's act and child la­ 
bor act, but for other reasons. For 
instance, 
employers may 
have to 
pay double compensation for acci­ 
dents to children working hours not 
permitted under 
the 
child 
labor 
law.” *

With the coming of warm weather, 
however, the hides will br worthless, 
consequently all beavers taken from 
now on will be restocked if requests 
of this sort are forthcoming from 
landowners. 
Otherwise the crea­ 
tures will be impounded and pelted 
when their fur is prime.
